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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 12, 16, 17, 20, 24 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Stavlo. 

In regard to claims 1, 6, 12, 16, 24 and 31, the Stavlo reference discloses an 
"acetylene cylinder assembly" 10 (Figure 3) capable of storing acetylene at a low 
pressure and room temperature comprising a "a portable housing" or "frame" 50 (Figure 
6) for holding "vertical acetylene cylinders" 100 on platform 54 (i.e., skid), a "manifold" 
(140, 150, 160, 170; Figure 4), and "gas inlet/discharge couplings" (148, 158, 168, 178), 
as claimed. 

In regard to claim 2, see "conduits" 102 in Figure 6. 
In regard to claims 3 and 17, see "valves" (146, 156, 166, 176) in Figure 2. 
In regard to claim 5, inasmuch structure that is defined by a "pressure regulator", 
valves 98 or control housing 180 meet the claim limitation. 
In regard to claim 20, see column 1, lines 25-30. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4, 10, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Stavlo. 

The Stavlo reference discloses the invention substantially as claimed including 
valves (discussed supra) connected between the manifold and coupling, but doesn't 
disclose the valves being a "cock valve" for connecting the manifold and coupling. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the Stavlo device by substituting cock valves for the present valves, 
since the Examiner takes Official Notice that the present valves being used and cock 
valves are considered to be art recognized equivalents in the valve art and that the 
selection of any of these valves would work equally well in the Stavlo device. 

In regard to claim 19, inasmuch structure that is defined by a "pressure 
regulator", valves 98 or control housing 180 meet the claim limitation. 

Claims 7, 9, 11, 13-15 and 25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Stavlo in view of Poulsen. 

In regard to claims 7, 9 and 13-15, the Stavlo reference discloses the invention 
substantially as claimed (discussed supra), but doesn't explicitly disclose the filling 
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conditions when using acetylene. However, the Poulsen reference discloses another 
acetylene cylinder filling assembly; wherein the acetylene is mixed with a 
dimethylformamide solvent (col. 1, lines 36 and 37) for safety reasons because of the 
inherent nature of instability found in acetylene gas. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
combine a solvent with acetylene gas when loaded into the Stavlo device (if not already) 
in view of the teachings of the Poulsen reference in order to provide stability to gas for 
safe transportation and use. Further, it is common for cylinders to have a residual 
amount of gas and solvent remaining after unloading the gas and it would be inherent to 
the system to be under a vacuum condition at room temperatures, as claimed. 

In regard to claim 1 1 , inasmuch structure that is defined by a "pressure 
regulator", valves 98 or control housing 180 meet the claim limitation. 

In regard to claims 25-30, the method as claimed would be inherent during 
normal use and operation of the device. 

Claims 8, 21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Stavlo as applied to the claims discussed supra. The Stavlo reference doesn't 
disclose a low pressure solvent having a vapor pressure of less than 5mmHg at 25 
Celcius. However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to employ a low pressure solvent having a vapor 
pressure of less than 5mmHg at 25 Celcius, since it has been held that discovering an 
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optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Boesch, 61 7F 2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980).
